There’s a farmers market and there’s 
an expanding LRT line, and both plan 
to use 102 Avenue in 2016. 


And that’s where the difficulty 
starts. 

“Effectively, the LRT decision splits 
our market into two,” said Dan Young, 
chair of the Downtown Farmers’ Mar¬ 
ket steering committee. 

At the moment, market organizers 
say they’re unsure how to accommo¬ 
date construction of the Valley Line 
LRT, which will run along 102 Avenue 
precisely where they hold a market 
every Saturday in the summer. 

Timelines for construction of the 
LRT line have not been established, 


said Brad Griffiths, director of LRT 
design and construction with the city. 

Still, Griffiths said closing 102 Av¬ 
enue from 103 Street East for eight 
blocks is a strong possibility for 2016. 

“The contractor will schedule it, but 
he has the right to close (102 Avenue) 
for the full five-year duration of the 
construction.” 

Options for the farmers market in¬ 
clude extending north on 104 Street, 
or placing vendors on 104 Street, but 
south of Jasper Avenue. There are con¬ 
cerns with both, however. 


“If we go north on 104 Street... how 
do we get customers safely across?” 
asked Young. “The same thing for 
Jasper (Avenue) — what do we do to 
get across Jasper for the market?” 

A third alternative is extending 
the market onto Jasper Avenue in 
the northern-most lanes — as done 
during the days of the Edmonton Pride 
Festival parade when it was down¬ 
town, he said. 

“That all depends on city approval 
and approval of business owners,” 
Young said.

Background: The tipping point 


Since 2011, servers and bartend¬ 
ers in Alberta have made less per 
hour than those who don’t earn 
tips for their work. 

Starting at $8.20, the hourly 
service wage (which a majority of 
restaurants pay in the province) 
was increased to $9.20 back in 
September 2014. 

The argument for the lower 
wage has always been that serv¬ 
ers earn extra money in the form 
of tips. But the proposal before 
the province is to increase hourly 


minimums to $15 — for all work¬ 
ers, including wait staff. 

Some feel this is unsustain¬ 
able. But other jurisdictions are 
experimenting with increasing 
server wages and removing the 
other pay portion — the tip. 

In Philadelphia, a stop at 
Girard Brasserie and Bruncherie 
requires no tip from customers: 
Servers are paid $13 an hour and 
provided with life insurance. 

And the idea has spread to 
Canada, too. 


In 2014, Smoke ’n Water in 
Victoria paid servers $20 to $24 
per hour — for two months, at 
least. Then it reverted back to 
low wages and tips. 

“While (customers) like the 
concept, they feel as independ¬ 
ent thinkers that their freedom 
to have a say in whether or not 
they tip based on the quality of 
food or service was taken away 
from them,” owner David Jones 
told Metro Vancouver in August 
2014. METRO

Industry asks 
NDP to take it 
slow on hikes 
to hourly pay 

The restaurant industry is trying 
to set the table in advance of 
talks with Alberta’s NDP govern¬ 
ment about its plan to increase 
the hourly minimum wage to 
$15 by 2018. 

Restaurants Canada is recom¬ 
mending the province take the 
economy into account and phase 
in any changes to give business 
owners time to adjust. 

The industry says restaurants 
and bars should still be allowed 
to pay a lower rate to servers who 
earn tips, and young people in 
their first jobs should be paid less. 

It wants the province to study 
how a planned hike to the min¬ 
imum wage in October would af¬ 


fect the economy and jobs before 
announcing any future increases. 

Alberta’s current minimum 
wage is $10.20, among the low¬ 
est in Canada. 

Mark von Schellwitz, a Restau¬ 
rants Canada spokesman, says 
business owners fear raising the 
rate to $15 per hour by 2018 is 
not sustainable given Alberta’s 
slumping oil sector. 

“We have certainly heard from 
a number of our members over 
the last few weeks who are ex¬ 
tremely concerned about surviv¬ 
ing this increase, especially in an 
economic climate where they are 
already seeing their sales decline 
because of the downturn,” he 
said Wednesday. 


Industry groups are to meet 
with the NDP government in Ed¬ 
monton on Thursday to discuss 
the planned increase. 

Restaurants Canada says it 
has more than 4,000 members 
in Alberta who employ more 
than 150,000 people. 

Premier Rachel Notley prom¬ 
ised to increase the minimum 
wage during her election cam¬ 
paign. 

Labour Minister Lori Sigurdson 
has said the first increase in the 
rate is to kick in Oct. 1. The prov¬ 
ince is to announce how much 
that will be in the coming weeks. 

The Northwest Territories has 
the highest minimum wage at 
$12.50 an hour, the Canadian press 
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We are asking (the NDP 
government) to adjust that 
promise and let's take this one 
step at a time, one year at a time.

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
province must deal with vul¬ 
nerable Albertans living in sub¬ 
standard motels, a story first 
uncovered by Metro, but wants 
to make sure the city is doing 
all it can. 

Last month, Metro reported 
about Project Watch, an Ed¬ 
monton Police investigation 
that brought the issue of 
people living on social assist¬ 
ance forced to live in squalid 
motels on the government’s 
dime. 

On Wednesday, Iveson asked 
city administration for a report 
on possible changes to bylaws, 
business licenses and other city 
tools to improve the conditions 
in the discount motels. 

“I want to make sure that 
we our doing our part, but at 
the end of the day the prov¬ 
incial government needs to 
work with us to build the kind 
of housing we need,” he said. 

As Metro reported, police 
found that the rooms people 
are forced to stay in are often 
overrun with bed bugs, mice 
and other serious problems. 

Iveson said the provincial 
government definitely has to 
address its part of the problem. 

“The provincial government 
is heinously culpable, I think, 
for having put so many vulner¬ 
able people in substandard 
housing and wasted a phe¬ 
nomenal amount of money 
doing it.” 


Edmonton Police Supt. Brad 
Doucette said he’s pleased the 
city is tiying to help. 

“We’re real happy that 
they’re onboard and that there 
is a commitment to fix this 
from eveiy angle not just one.” 

Doucette said housing is ob¬ 
viously the big barrier, but be¬ 
ing able to take away a business 
license when a motel owner 
doesn’t clean up their property 
would help a lot. 

“For those folks who don’t 
jump on board or don’t comply 
with the order there is your 
tool. You can pull their license.” 

He gave credit to the new 
NDP government for taking 
the issue seriously and said 
all levels of government will 
have to be part of the solution. 

“This isn’t neatly a provin¬ 
cial issue or a municipal issue.” 

Numbers the province re¬ 
leased show that 87 per cent 
of the money the government 
spends on emergency housing 
is being spent in Edmonton. 

Iveson said that reflects how 
much the city is doing for the 
province as a whole. 

“This is not just Edmonton’s 
social problems; this is North¬ 
ern Alberta’s social problems 
concentrated in Edmonton.” 

The mayor’s information re¬ 
quest will come back to council 
in September and the provin¬ 
cial government will be invited 
to make their suggestions. 

Police were initially look¬ 
ing at a spike in crime around 
certain west-end motels when 
they discovered vulnerable 
families living in the motels 
at government expense. 


HATE CRIME 

Suspected 
police killer 
was being 
investigated 

Edmonton police say a man 
suspected in the shooting 
death of one of their officers 
was being investigated for a 
hate crime that was anti-Sem¬ 
itic in nature. 

Norman Raddatz, 42, al¬ 
legedly mounted an online 
campaign of “extreme” bully¬ 
ing against another man in the 
city last year. 

The harassment was specific¬ 
ally anti-Semitic, police spokes¬ 
man Scott Pattison said Wed¬ 
nesday, and the target and his 
family became so concerned 
for their safety that they filed 
a complaint a few months ago. 

Pattison wouldn’t provide 
more details about the alleged 
harassment but police previ¬ 
ously said evidence in the case 
dated back to February 2014. 

Eight officers went to Rad¬ 
datz’s home Monday night to 
serve him with documents or¬ 
dering him to appear in court 
on a charge of criminal harass¬ 
ment. They also had an arrest 
warrant stemming from a by¬ 
law offence. After the officers 
knocked, they got a battering 
ram to break in. That’s when 
bullets started flying through 
the front door. 

Const. Daniel Woodall, a 
35-year-old officer in the hate- 
crimes unit, was killed at the 
scene. A second officer, Sgt. 
Jason Harley, 38, was shot in 
the back but was saved by his 
bullet-proof vest. 

The other officers were 
pinned down by a barrage of 
bullets over the next 10 min-

utes, Chief Rod Knecht told 
reporters earlier this week. 

More than 50 bullet holes 
were found in the house and 
garage across the street. 

Moments after the shooting 
stopped, the house started on 
fire. Police later found a body 
in the basement of the burned- 
out home and believe it is Rad¬ 
datz, although an autopsy is 
needed to identify the remains 
and the cause of death. 

Neighbours have described 


the refrigerator repairman as 
an unfriendly, divorced father 
who didn’t mow his lawn or 
shovel the snow in front of 
his bungalow. He also put dog 
poop on the top of his fence to 
irritate those living next door. 

Court documents show he 
was charged last year with 
seven bylaw offences, includ¬ 
ing parking an RV outside his 
home for longer than allowed. 

Although he once ran a 
repair business called North 
Summit Mechanical out of his 
house, neighbours said he had 
stopped working. A bank had 
also foreclosed on the home 
and it was for sale. 

Don Johnstone said he 
worked in the 1990s with Rad¬ 
datz at another refrigeration 
repair company. He was a de¬ 
cent mechanic and seemed 
normal, but had a reputation 
as a “racist,” Johnstone said. 


“He would rant and rave 
about different things,” said 
Johnstone. 

He added that he was still 
surprised when he learned Rad¬ 
datz was the suspect in the of¬ 
ficer’s killing. “I didn’t think I 
knew anybody like that.” 

Many people across Edmon¬ 
ton pinned blue ribbons to 
their chests and tied them 
around parking posts Wed¬ 
nesday to honour Woodall. 

A trust fund has also been 
set up for his wife, Claire, and 
their two young sons. 

Police said they are waiting 
for some of Woodall’s rela¬ 
tives to arrive from the United 
Kingdom before they plan his 
funeral. 

Woodall served four years 
with the Greater Manchester 
Police before joining the Ed¬ 
monton force in 2007.

“I had heard the news Mon¬ 
day evening and initially I 
thought to myself, ‘I wish there 
was something I could do,”’ said 
Jacques of the shooting where 
one officer was killed, another 
injured. 

“It was on my mind, and then 
Tuesday morning, a good friend 
of mine texted me and said, ‘You 


should make EPSStrong T-shirts.’ 
I said ‘Yeah, we should.’” 

The $20 T-shirts will have the 
social media hashtag, as well as 
the blue and black ribbon used 
in memoiy of fallen police of¬ 
ficers, printed on them. 

Proceeds raised from the T- 
shirt sales will be donated to 
the immediate family of Const. 
Daniel Woodall who was killed 
Monday. 

The company is hoping to 
raise $50,000 in T-shirt sales as 
part of the campaign. 


The #EPSStrong hashtag was 
used by Edmonton Police and 
has since been used to pass along 
messages of condolences from 
people around the world.

Double-checking 
ensures fair play 


A repeat of Deflategate seems 
unlikely at the Women’s World 
Cup. There are checks and 
counter-checks, according to 
FIFA. 

Under tournament protocol, 
each of the six venues receives 
20 customized official match 
balls per game. 

On game day, the stadium’s 
general co-ordinator and 
match referee are responsible 
for ensuring that all 20 are 
inflated according to the size 
regulations, which is then con¬ 
firmed by the match’s fourth 
official. 

Once the balls have been 
approved, the FIFA marketing 
venue manager allocates the 
balls to the required areas, 
including the kickoff stand — 
where the referee collects it in 
leading the teams out — and 
the ball crew. 

Occasionally soccer balls will 
lose their proper inflation, with 
players quick to notice and 
hand the ball over to the ref¬ 
eree for disposal. 

But it’s rare at this level.

other services, but only if there 
is good access to the area. 

“Without an industrial base I 
don’t know how we’re ever go¬ 
ing to move forward,” he said. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 
he doesn’t understand why 
the city would be put money 
into the Henday interchange. 


“I don’t see any return on 
investment.” 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
would like to see signaliza- 
tion of the Manning Drive and 
Meridian Street intersection 
immediately for safety rea¬ 
sons with an interchange later, 
but the province controls the 
roadway and, he said, he hopes 
they move on the issue quickly. 

“We need signalization and 
Manning and Meridian now is 
a public safety issue and that 
in turn has the opportunity to 
open up development.” 

On Wednesday, council en¬ 
dorsed two railway interchan¬ 
ges as priorities, but has asked 
for a report comparing the two 
road interchanges this fall.

Athabasca U facing insolvency

Athabasca University is pro¬ 
jected to be insolvent by the 
2016-17 school year, according 
to an internal report obtained 
by Metro, and the province’s 
new NDP government indi¬ 
cated Wednesday it will step 
in to assist the cash-strapped 
institution, if needed. 

Advanced Education Min¬ 
ister Lori Sigurdson said the 


report “outlines some very 
serious sustainability issues” 
which “cannot continue” for 
the post-secondary institu¬ 
tion with a satellite campus 
in Calgary. 

AU president Peter 
MacKinnon told Metro in 
February the “university pot¬ 
entially has a terrific future,” 
but admitted Wednesday the 
45-year-old institution could 
indeed be in trouble,. 

He cited changes in enrol¬ 
ment demographics and an 
insufficient operating budget 


as the main factors. 

“Are there serious sustain¬ 
ability issues? Yes there are,” 
MacKinnon said. “We don’t 
have an emergency today, but 
the concern is the possibility 
of insolvency.” 

MacKinnon said the univer¬ 
sity doesn’t receive credit in 
its operating budget for out- 
of-province students and with 
more than 50 per cent of AU 
grads not from Alberta, the 
lack of budget support has 
severely hindered its ability 
to handle student influxes.

Eleven names join Edmonton’s 
Hall of Fame next week, rec¬ 
ognizing the lifetime achieve¬ 
ments of those who contribute 
to the city’s arts and culture, 
community service, or sports 
scenes. 

“They’re people whose pro¬ 
fessions are also their pas¬ 
sion,” said the city’s Denise 
Walker. 

On that list is performance 
artist and community activist 
Todd Janes, who has been part 
of Edmonton’s arts scene for 
over 20 years. He founded Can¬ 
ada’s only annual festival of 
performance art, Visualeyez, 


some 16 years ago, but Janes 
is best known as the executive 
director of the contemporary 
art gallery Latitude 53. 

Through his work there, 
Janes supports and exhibits 
artists, forms partnerships 
with schools and social-justice 
sectors, and advocates for art¬ 
ists by sitting on boards and 
advisory committees. 

“It feels funny to say I’m an 
artist/builder, but I’m passion¬ 
ate about the people and this 
city,” Janes said. “Artists create 
works to begin a conversation, 
and I’m deeply honoured and 
humbled by the thousands of 
conversations I’ve been able 
to incite.”

From her award-winning 
cheer programs at Victoria 


School to creating the all- 
star cheerleading gym Perfect 
Storm Athletics, Greenough 
said she loves best how cheer¬ 
leading has been a vehicle to 
teach students life skills. 

“Athletes keep getting bet¬ 
ter all the time, but to be able 
to develop leaders, to teach 
responsibility, commitment 
and integrity, that has been 
a joy,” Greenough said. 

When Marjorie Bencz isn’t 
working tirelessly to fill the 
shelves at Edmonton’s Food 
Bank, she’s likely horseback 
riding on one of her five hors¬ 
es to catch a breather and re¬ 
charge those batteries. 

With 25-plus years at the 
helm of the bustling agency 
that manages hamper pro¬ 
grams for 40,000 people, on¬ 
going donations to city soup 
and food kitchens, and school 
lunch programs, it’s no won¬ 
der she needs a break now 
and again.

Hit-and-runs are common in 
parking lots — for cars, that is. 

But Max Hurd has a broken 
bike and he thinks it’s from a 
hit-and-run, too.

$23.6 million 
was within 
office budget 

Auditor General Michael Fer¬ 
guson says the $23.6-million 
price tag for his critical audit 
of Senate spending is not extra- 
ordinaiy for his office. 

He said the sweeping two- 
year probe was paid for within 
the confines of his budget. 

In an interview, Ferguson 
broke down the costs for the 
audit released Tuesday. He said 
the $23.6 million includes costs 
that would have been incurred 
regardless of what the auditors 
were working on, such as salar¬ 
ies, utilities and office space. 

He says those “allocated 
costs” account for about half 
the $23.6-million total, put¬ 
ting the direct cost of the audit 
between $11 million and $12 
million. 

“That really represents the 


opportunity costs,” Ferguson 
said. “Those are the auditors 
that could have been doing 
something different.” 

Those direct costs aren’t out 
of the ordinaiy for a large audit 
conducted by his office, he said. 

On average, Ferguson said, 
auditors spent about 1,000 
hours on each senator under 
review because some cases 
were more complicated than 
expected. He also said his of¬ 
fice underestimated how much 
time each file would take, but 
“we ended up having to do all 
of the audit within our regular 
office budget.” 

Ferguson has been criticized 
for the cost, given that his work 
identified just $991,917 worth 
of wrongful claims out of 80,000 
transactions over the two-year 
span of the audit. 

“It’s easy to add up what we 
found and to look at the cost 
and do that strict comparison, 
but I think there’s a lot more 
behind that to get to under¬ 
standing.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

New law to require 
bare-faced oaths 


The Conservative government 
is planning to bring in legisla¬ 
tion to ban face coverings at 
citizenship ceremonies. 

Tim Uppal, the federal minis¬ 
ter of state for multiculturalism, 
says the government supports 
Quebec legislation that would 
require people to have their 
faces uncovered when giving or 
receiving government services. 

The Alberta MP says Can¬ 
adians expect that people who 
are taking the oath at citizen¬ 
ship ceremonies should do so 
with their faces uncovered. 

Earlier this year, the Federal 
Court ruled against a govern¬ 
ment policy requiring people 
to remove face coverings when 
taking the citizenship oath. 

At the time, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper promised an 
appeal. 

Uppal said the government 
will now set that policy in law. 

“Our government will be 
moving forward in the com¬ 
ing days with legislation with 
respect to the face coverings 
at citizenship ceremonies and 
we will consider what other 
measures may be necessary,” 
Uppal said Wednesday.

“We broadly support Que¬ 
bec’s legislation regarding the 
uncovering of faces for giving 
and receiving public services.” 

Most Canadians would agree, 
Uppal said, echoing Harper’s 
argument against face cover¬ 
ings at citizenship ceremonies. 

“At a time when people are 
pledging allegiance to this coun- 
tiy, when they’re joining the 
Canadian family, we find that 
Canadians expect that anyone 
joining the Canadian family at 
that time would have their face 
uncovered,” Uppal said. 

Harper has called the facial 
coverings worn by some Mus¬ 
lim women the product of a 
culture that is “anti-women.”

CBC severs ties 
with host after 
allegations of 
impropriety 

Among the dwindling stars at the 
beleaguered CBC, it seemed the 
public broadcaster could bank 
on at least one: Evan Solomon. 

The anchor of CBC News 
Network’s daily political series 
Power & Politics and Radio One’s 
flagship political program The 
House had long been a rising 
luminaiy and was widely con¬ 
sidered to be a possible succes¬ 
sor to Peter Mansbridge. 

His marquee status was 
backed by everything one 
would look for in a CBC per¬ 
sonality: a long resume of TV 
and radio hosting gigs; field ex¬ 
perience extending to federal 
elections, budgets and foreign 
stints around the world; and a 
confidence in interviews with 
prime ministers, world leaders 
and U.S. presidents. 

“It’s not who I admire (and 
there are many, many great 
journalists working today who 
I could name), but it’s what I 
admire,” Solomon told the Ot¬ 
tawa Citizen of his professional 


drive in an April 24 article avail¬ 
able online. 

“I admire journalists who 
break stories, make news and 
don’t follow the pack. One thing 
that isn’t going out of style: good 
journalism.” 

The marathoner is a best¬ 
selling author, a children’s book 
writer, a one-time magazine pub¬ 
lisher, and a family man. His 
rise from CBC golden boy to 
established figurehead seemed 
assured. 

Until Tuesday. 

CBC severed ties with Solo¬ 
mon an hour after Torstar News 
Service alleged he took advan¬ 
tage of his position to broker 
lucrative art deals between a 
friend and wealthy interview 
subjects. 

Power and politics, indeed. 

Solomon has denied any 
wrongdoing and has turned to 
his union, the Canadian Media 
Guild, to examine his options. 

But it’s an undeniable blow 
to what had been a relatively 
unblemished career, and cer¬ 
tainly to his post as a watchdog. 

Solomon studied English lit¬ 
erature and religious studies at 
McGill University, a reflection of 
his interest “in myth and ritual,” 
as he explained in an interview 
with January Magazine about 
his first novel, the Canadian press

CBC editor calls on journalists to 'stop providing ammunition’ 


A raft of ethical lapses by jour¬ 
nalists has the editor-in-chief 
of CBC News calling on mem¬ 
bers of the profession to clean 
up their act. 

Jennifer McGuire bemoaned 
the state of the industry in a 
message to staff Wednesday, a 
day after the public broadcaster 
fired CBC News Network per¬ 
sonality Evan Solomon over 
conflict-of-interest allegations. 

While detailing the circum¬ 
stances of Solomon’s ouster, 
McGuire cited a recent Linlcedln 


article by A1 Jazeera America 
journalist Ali Velshi which chas¬ 
tised TV news for “shooting 
itself in the foot.” 

“It’s time for every single 
professional journalist and 
media organization to stop 
providing ammunition,” Mc¬ 
Guire said in the memo.

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Flood of migrants hits Europe 


MEDITERRANEAN 

Thousands 
of desperate 
souls keep 
arriving by sea 

The European Union urged 
its 28 nations Wednesday to 
swiftly endorse its plan to re¬ 
locate 40,000 refugees — a plan 
that grew even more urgent as 
Greece saw a record number of 


migrants arrive by sea. 

The plan to relocate refugees 
arriving in Italy and Greece 
with their EU partners is part of 
efforts to cope with the massive 
influx of migrants that has al¬ 
ready seen more than 100,000 
people cross the Mediterranean 
into Europe this year. Around 
2,000 have died or are missing. 

Still, a number of EU nations 
have objected to the plan. 

“We need to act now and not 
in four months,” EU migration 
spokeswoman Natasha Bertaud 


told reporters in Brussels. 

Greek authorities said Wed¬ 
nesday that more than 1,000 
people had entered the coun¬ 
try by sea in a day, bringing 
its five-month total to about 
50,000, well above the num¬ 
ber of migrants who arrived 
in Greece during all of 2014. 

Greece is a close second to 
Italy in migrant arrivals this 
year. Its coast guard says 670 
people were rescued since ear¬ 
ly Tuesday in the eastern Ae¬ 
gean Sea and south of Crete, 


where 263 people were found 
in one small vessel. Another 
361 were found on the Greek 
island of Lesbos. About nine in 
10 arrivals this year came from 
war-torn parts of the Middle 
East — principally Syria — 
and Africa.

The number of migrants ar¬ 
riving by sea to Europe from 
Turkey and Libya are expected 
to grow further during the 
traditional June-to-September 
high season for water crossings.

4 government ministers quit 


Four Polish government min¬ 
isters and the parliamentary 
speaker resigned Wednesday 
amid a revived 2014 scandal 
over secret recordings made of 
them and other officials. 

In an unexpected politic¬ 
al shake-up, the ministers of 
health, sports, the treasury and 
security, and parliamentary 
speaker Radelc Silcorslci, said 
they were stepping down for 
the good of the ruling Civil 
Platform party just four months 
before a general election. 

Four junior government of¬ 
ficials also resigned in a major 


crisis for the pro-business party, 
which has been in power for 
almost eight years. 

The party is under pressure 
after last month’s surprise de¬ 
feat of the incumbent in the 
presidential election, which 
exposed growing dissatisfaction 
with Civic Platform policies. 

Prime Minister Ewa Kopacz 
accepted Wednesday’s resigna¬ 
tions, said her spokeswoman. 
Kopacz will may name replace¬ 
ments for the four ministers as 
early as Monday. 

“As long as I am the prime 
minister, I will not allow for 


political games over the tapes 
during the electoral period,” 
Kopacz said. “Today, on behalf 
of Civic Platform, I extend my 
heartfelt apologies” to party 
supporters who for the past 
year “listened to the tapes with 
disgust, irritation.” 

The resignations were 
prompted by the illegal publi¬ 
cation this week on Faceboolc 
of files from the ngoing probe

Police resume search 
for escaped convicts 


PRISON BREAK 

No sign of 
either man 
after fifth day 
of manhunt 

Police in body armour resumed 
house-to-house searches near 
the maximum-security prison 
in northern New York where 
two killers escaped using power 
tools, authorities said Wednesday. 

On the fifth day of looking 
for David Sweat and Richard 
Matt, state police said the house 
searches aren’t the result of any 
new leads and law enforcement is 


retracing its steps in Dannemora, 
just over 30 kilometres from the 
Canadian border. 

“They’ll be doing a 100 per 
cent sweep from the prison right 
out, see how that goes,” said 
David Favro, the sheriff for Clin¬ 
ton County, where the prison 
is located. 

Law enforcement officials re¬ 
iterated their plea for the pub¬ 
lic’s help in reporting anything 
unusual in the area. 

“We don’t want them out 
searching the woods,” Favro 
said. “But if you’re sitting on 
your porch, get your binoculars 
out and see if you see something 
unusual.” 

Sweat, 34, and Matt, 48, cut

through a steel wall, broke 
through bricks and crawled 
through a steam pipe before 
emerging through a manhole 
outside the prison grounds. 

They were discovered missing 
early Saturday after stuffing their 
beds with clothes to fool guards, 
leaving behind a taunting note: 
“Have a nice day.” 


There was speculation that the 
inmates had arranged for some¬ 
one to pick them up outside the 
prison and were long gone from 
the area, even in Canada or as 
far as Mexico. 

The escape from the 3,000-in¬ 
mate state prison has raised sus¬ 
picions the men had help on the 
inside. Investigators have been 
questioning prison workers and 
contractors to uncover who may 
have supplied the power tools. 

Sweat was convicted in the 
2002 killing of a sheriff’s deputy 
and was doing life without par¬ 
ole. Matt was serving 25 years to 
life for kidnapping and dismem¬ 
bering his boss in 1997. 
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CLIMATE CHANGE 

Ethiopia pledges emission reduction by 2030 


Ethiopia on Wednesday became 
the latest countiy to present a 
plan to reduce its greenhouse 
gas emissions for a global climate 
pact to be adopted later this year. 

Ethiopia said with support 
from developed nations it would 
bring them down slightly by 
2030. Early analyses by climate 
researchers and environmental 
groups show the combined im¬ 
pact falls short of the sharp cuts 
in emissions scientists say are 
required. Here is a look at what 
the big polluters’ plans: 

Canada 

Canada has been widely viewed 


as a laggard in the UN climate 
talks. Ottawa has pledged to cut 
emissions by 30 per cent below 
2005 levels in 2030. 

Observers have dismissed that 
target as too weak, but also ques¬ 
tion whether it can be achieved. 

United States 

The biggest climate polluter 
historically and current No. 2, 
the U.S. aims to make its 2025 
emissions 26-28 per cent lower 
than in 2005. 

The U.S. said it plans to hit its 
target using a range of measures, 
including stricter standards on 
carbon pollution and reducing 


the use of highly potent green¬ 
house gases used in refrigeration 
and air conditioning. 

China 

In a historic joint announcement 
with the U.S. in November 2014, 
the world’s most populous coun¬ 
try and top climate polluter indi¬ 
cated it would pledge to peak its 
emissions around 2030. Analysts 
say it will depend on whether the 
countiy can reduce its depend¬ 
ency on coal. 

European Union 

Collectively, the 28-nation EU is 
the world’s third-largest source 


of greenhouse gas emissions. The 
bloc has pledged to cut its emis¬ 
sions by at least 40 per cent by 
2030 compared to 1990. 

Renewables like wind and 
solar make up 15 per cent of its 
energy mix. The EU aims to boost 
that to 27 per cent in 15 years. 

Russia 

Moscow has pledged to reduce 
greenhouse gas pollution by 25 
to 30 per cent by 2030, compared 
to 1990 levels. It’s unclear how 
Russia plans to account for the 
effect of its vast forestry sector 
absorb carbon from the atmos¬ 
phere. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

U.S. set to deploy 
new troops to Iraq 


President Barack Obama or¬ 
dered the deployment of up to 
450 more American troops to 
Iraq on Wednesday in an effort 
to reverse major battlefield 
losses to the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant, an escala¬ 
tion but not a significant shift 
in the struggling U.S. strategy 
to defeat the extremist group. 

The U.S. forces will open a 
fifth training site in the coun¬ 
try, this one dedicated specific¬ 
ally to helping the Iraqi Army 
integrate Sunni tribes into the 
fight, an element seen as a 
crucial to driving the ISIL out 
of the Sunni-majority areas of 
western Iraq. 

The immediate objective 
is to win back the key city of 
Ramadi, which was seized by 
extremists last month. The 
plan is not a change in the 
U.S. strategy, the administra¬ 
tion says, but addresses a need 
to get Sunnis more involved 
in the fight.

Suicide bomber dies 
in attack on temple 


A suicide bomber blew himself 
up Wednesday close to the an¬ 
cient pharaonic temple of Kar- 
nalc in southern Egypt, a site 
visited by millions eveiy year, 
the government said. No tour¬ 
ists were hurt, and the Nile-side 
monument was not damaged. 

The attack was the second 
this month near a major tour¬ 
ist attraction in Egypt, marking 
a shift in tactics in a campaign 
of violence waged by Islamic 
militants against the govern¬ 
ment of President Abdel-Fattah 
el-Sissi. The attacks suggest ex¬ 
tremists are shifting from shoot¬ 
ings and bombings of security 


forces to targeting Egypt’s vital 
industry. 

The industry is only just be¬ 
ginning to recover from the 
turmoil in the country since 
2011. On June 3, gunmen on a 
motorcycle opened fire outside 
the famed Giza Pyramids on the 
outskirts of Cairo, killing two 
police officers. 

In Wednesday’s violence, of¬ 
ficials said security at Karnalc 
prevented the suicide bomber 
from entering the temple com¬ 
plex, and their forces battled 
two gunmen who were with 
him, killing one and capturing

EU police make arrests over 
identity fraud scam 

Police have arrested dozens 
of suspects in an inter¬ 
national investigation into 
a cybercrime gang that 
siphoned millions of euros 
from victims' accounts in an 
identity fraud scam. Euro¬ 
pean Union justice agency 
Eurojust announced Wed¬ 
nesday that 49 suspects 
were arrested a day earlier. 

The fraud involved steal¬ 
ing victims' data such as 
usernames and passwords, 
in a process known as phish¬ 
ing, and diverting money 
from them and their cus¬ 
tomers.

Abortion pill murder charge dropped 


A Georgia prosecutor dropped 
a murder charge Wednesday 
against a 23-year-old woman 
whose arrest after taking pills 
to end her pregnancy baffled 
even abortion opponents. 

Dougherty County District 
Attorney Greg Edwards issued 
a statement saying he had dis¬ 
missed a malice murder charge 
against 23-year-old Kenlissia 
Jones, who spent about three 
days in jail before she was re¬ 
leased. 


Edwards said Jones still faces a 
misdemeanour charge of posses¬ 
sion of a dangerous drug. 

Abortion-rights advocates and 
opponents of abortion alike had 
said they were stunned by the 
murder charge. Georgia has 
prohibited the prosecution of 
women for feticide or for per¬ 
forming illegal abortions in cases 
involving their own pregnan¬ 
cies. After reviewing the law, 
Edwards said he reached the 
same conclusion. 


Jones was arrested Saturday 
at the hospital where she sought 
help after a county social services 
worker called police, according 
to an Albany police report. 

A hospital social worker told 
police that Jones had taken four 
Cytotec pills that she ordered on¬ 
line and delivered her fetus after 
breaking up with her boyfriend. 

The social worker told police 
Jones went into labour and de¬ 
livered the fetus in a car on the 
way to the hospital. The fetus 


did not survive. 

Cytotec is a brand name for 
misoprostol, a prescription drug 
used in combination with mife¬ 
pristone to induce non-surgical 
abortions. The pills are sold 
with prescriptions in the United 
States, but are available over 
the counter and online in many 
countries. 

The police report does not say 
how far along Jones was in her 
pregnancy.

Pope targets 
bad bishops 


VATICAN 

New tribunal 
would judge 
crimes that 
involve minors 

Pope Francis took the biggest 
step yet to crack down on bish¬ 
ops who cover up for priests 
who rape and molest children, 
creating a new tribunal section 
inside the Vatican to hear cases 
of bishops accused of failing to 
protect their flock. 

The initiative, announced 
Wednesday, has significant legal 
and theological implications. 
Bishops have long been con¬ 
sidered masters of their dioceses 
and largely unaccountable when 
they bungled their job. The Vati¬ 
can stepped in only in cases of 
gross negligence. 

That reluctance to intervene 
has prompted years of criti¬ 
cism from abuse victims, ad¬ 
vocacy groups and others that 
the Vatican had failed to pun¬ 
ish or forcibly remove bishops 
who moved predator priests 
from parish to parish, rather 


than report them to police or 
remove them from the ministry. 
The Vatican said Francis had ap¬ 
proved proposals made by his 
sexual abuse advisory board, 
which includes survivors of 
abuse as well as experts in child 
protection policies. They call for 
a new mechanism by which the 
Vatican can receive and examine 
complaints of “abuse of office” 
by bishops, and bring them to 
trial in a Vatican tribunal. 

A special new judicial sec¬ 
tion, with permanent staff, will 
be created inside the Congre¬ 
gation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith “to judge bishops with 
regard to crimes of the abuse 
of office when connected to 
the abuse of minors,” a Vatican 
statement said. 

Details must still be worked 
out, including possible punish¬ 
ments and the statute of lim¬ 
itations to determine whether 
negligence by bishops dating 
back 20 or 30 years can now 
be heard. “Really pleased the 
Holy Father has approved our 
proposal,” commission member 
Marie Collins, herself a survivor 
of abuse, said in an email.

U.S. Congress voting on 
killing meat-labelling law 

The United States Con¬ 
gress is poised to take 
a big step back from a 
potential trade war with 
Canada. A law at the heart 
of a cross-border dispute 
faces a key vote in the 
House of Representatives 
and, if it's adopted there 
as expected, it would face 
a final test in the Senate. 
The legislation would 
repeal a requirement for 
country-of-origin labels 
for meat, mandatory gro¬ 
cery stickers explaining 
where livestock was born, 
raised and slaughtered. 
The World Trade Organ¬ 
ization ruled against the 
law last month, saying 
the labels are discrimina¬ 
tory toward the two U.S. 
border countries. Canada 
and Mexico will now ask 
the WTO for permission to 
raise tariffs on U.S. goods.

Air Canada and Westjet say 
they won’t reduce the size of 
permitted carry-on luggage to 
go along with new voluntaiy 
international guidelines. 

Air Canada, which requires 
passengers to check baggage 
larger than its maximum cany¬ 
on dimensions, said Wednes¬ 
day it is satisfied with its lug¬ 
gage size rules but supports 
the general concept of industry 
harmonization. 

“It would be easier if every¬ 
one drove on the same side 
of the road, and most people 
would agree with that,” Air 
Canada spokesman Peter Fitz¬ 
patrick said in an email. “The 
debate is over which side that 
should be, and that could go 
on a veiy long time and is ul¬ 
timately speculative.” 

The International Air Trans¬ 
port Association says many 
airlines have agreed to reduce 
the size of carry-on bags to

optimize cabin storage space. 

Bags measuring no more 
than 21.5 x 13.5 x 7.5 inches 
(55 x 35 x 20 centimetres) will 
be tagged with an “IATA Cabin 
OK” logo.

ted on Air Canada and West- 
Jet flights. 

Air Canada’s bag must be 
no larger than 21.5 x 15.5 x 
9 inches. Westjet’s limits are

guidelines when necessaiy to 
ensure they meet the necessaiy 
requirements for our guests 
and our operations.”

NYC eyes high-salt 
warnings on menus 


Joke food becomes real dish 


New York City’s Health Depart¬ 
ment wants all chain restau¬ 
rants to warn customers about 
products that are high in salt. 

The department voted on 
Wednesday to consider the 
proposal at a meeting of the 
Board of Health that all chain 
restaurants add a salt-shalcer- 
like symbol on menus next to 
products that contain more 
than the recommended daily 
limit. That’s 2,300 milligrams 
of sodium, about 1 teaspoon of 
salt. Now a public comment 
period begins, and a final vote 
could come as soon as Sep¬ 
tember and the warnings by 
December. 

Overconsumption of sodium 
increases the risk of high blood 
pressure, which can lead to 


heart attack and stroke. The 
average American consumes 
about 3,400 milligrams of so¬ 
dium each day; only about 1 
in 10 Americans meets the 1 
teaspoon guideline. 

New York City would be¬ 
come the first U.S. city with the 
labels if the measure passes. 

Even items that sound 
healthy, like a salad, can con¬ 
tain more sodium than the 
daily recommended limit, said 
Dr. Sonia Angell, a deputy com¬ 
missioner for the city’s Depart¬ 
ment of Health. For example, a 
smokehouse turkey panini con¬ 
tains three times the amount 
of sodium as a roasted turkey 
and avocado bacon sandwich, 
she said. 
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It’s the Haligonian concoc¬ 
tion that’s taking the Internet 
by storm: the Doughnairnut. 

“It started out as a joke 
and then everybody got really 
excited, so we just decided to 
make it happen,” said Kaleigh 
Burns, owner of Robie Street 
Station in Halifax. 

Robie Street Station has 
been making doughnuts on 
weekends for two months. 
After last weekend’s Samoan 
doughnut was mistaken on 
Twitter for a Samosa dough¬ 
nut, Burns joked about a don- 


air doughnut, and the rest is 
history. 

The Doughnairut is a col¬ 
laboration between Robie 
Street Station and next-door 
neighbour Tony’s Donair. 

It’s a yeast doughnut — 
more like bread than the old- 
fashioned kind — glazed with 
Tony’s donair sauce, topped 
with Tony’s donair meat and 
sprinkled with the works: 
diced tomatoes, green on¬ 
ions and a drizzling of more 
donair sauce. 

Burns whipped up a proto¬ 


type Tuesday morning and 
shared it on social media, 
garnering hundreds of likes. 

Hesham Kamal at Tony’s 
Donair heard about the new 
sensation Wednesday mor¬ 
ning. He says he doesn’t know 
if he would want to try the 
Doughnairnut, but that it does 
sound interesting. 

“It’s creative, for sure,” he 
said. 

All doughnuts at Robie 
Street Station are one-offs 
— they’ve yet to repeat one.

The time we have devoted 
to that slick cover, and the 
effort we all took to really 
understand what it meant, 
has far outlasted what it 
deserved. 

Meanwhile, we could have 
been writing about Chelsey 
Buchanan, a Halifax woman 
who’s opened her home to 
abortion seekers from PEI, 
where there’s no access to 
surgical abortions. Or writing 
about the war on abortion 
clinics in the U.S. 

We might have dissected 
the recent words of a British 
Nobel scientist who called 
co-ed labs bad for science, be¬ 
cause women are distracting 
to men. 

Our energies could have 


been turned to research from 
Columbia Business School 
that says women’s absence 
in boardrooms isn’t due to 
female competitiveness, but 
to implicit company gender 
quotas. (In 2013, the Confer¬ 
ence Board of Canada felt the 
need to argue the “business 
case” for women on company 
boards, as if we could be bad 
for the bottom line.) 

If feminist reading is 
what you’re after, why not 
disappear into the New 
Yorker’s lengthy look at 
Angela Merkel, often the only 
female face in photo-ops of 
the world’s most powerful 
leaders? 

Jenner is so veiy far from 
the most important fodder 
for a debate on the state of 
feminism. Tiy: women earn 
one quarter less than men 
in Ontario; more than 3,000 
women in Canada seek emer¬ 
gency shelter from domestic 
abuse on any given day; we 
account for 25 per cent of 
parliamentarians; globally, 
girls are twice as likely to be 
malnourished. 

Yes, Jenner’s was a dramat¬ 
ic reveal. Yes, it’s good to put 
trans issues in the spotlight. 
But her photo op is not a 
pivotal moment for women. 

It’s just one veiy well shot, 
well-orchestrated and likely 
high-selling cover from a 
magazine devoted to opu¬ 
lence, power and sex.

It’s music festival season, which 
means you can expect to see 
lots of Instagrams of celebs 
and models wearing all sorts 
of controversial, culturally in¬ 
appropriate accessories, like 
Native American headdresses 
or South Asian bindis.

Indeed, “appropriation”

Dsquared2, an exact replica of 
a traditional Oaxacan blouse by 
French designer Isabel Marant. 

“It’s been going on for a long 
time,” says historian Valerie 
Steele, director of the Museum 
at the Fashion Institute of Tech¬ 
nology. “But while the feel¬ 
ing that it’s a rather problem¬ 
atic phenomenon has existed 
among scholars, it’s been slow 
to filter down to the fashion 
world.” 

That’s partly because design¬ 


ers and tastemalcers couched 
such practices in terms like 
“multiculturalism” or even 
“postmodernism.” 

But even without racist lan¬ 
guage, cultural thieveiy can still 
be harmful, whether econom¬ 
ically, socially or spiritually. 

Yet, says Steele, “it’s too easy 
to say that it was always cele- 
bratoiy—particularly when it’s 
referenced in racist language or 
done in a way that reinforces 
cultural stereotypes.” 
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If you are open and curious and 
say, 'I admire this, I like it, how can 
I wear it?' then people will take 
you seriously and respond to you.

The Washington, D.C.-based 
journalists also seek to define 
the concept of confidence and 
investigate the nature and 
nurture factors at play. 

Anecdotes and research re¬ 
veal a reluctance among many 
women to seize opportunities 
for advancement. 

A Hewlett-Packard study 
aimed at determining how 
to draw more women into 
top management found the 
company’s female employ¬ 
ees only applied for promo¬ 
tions when they believed 
they met 100 per cent of the 
qualifications. Meanwhile, the 
men were “happy to apply” 
when they thought they could 
meet 60 per cent of the job 


Other studies found female 
business school students nego¬ 
tiated for significantly less in 
salary compared to their male 
counterparts.

While the book encourages 
women to remind themselves 
of their abilities and achieve¬ 
ments when self-doubt creeps 
in, Shipman said support net¬ 
works are also key.“The re¬ 
search shows for women, we 
often won’t act unless we have 
one person we respect say¬ 
ing: ‘Oh, you could win that 
seat. You could run for office. 
I could see you doing that. 

“But not just (saying): 
‘You’re great.’ (It’s) the power 
of encouraging us to take 
risks, encouraging us to do 
what seems uncomfortable.”

Melissa Rivers wanted to laugh 
— and she wants her readers to 
do the same. 

Consider it mission accom¬ 
plished on both counts, thanks 
to her bestselling memoir, The 
Book of Joan: Tales of Mirth, Mis¬ 
chief and Manipulation (Crown 
Archetype). It’s a touching, re¬ 
vealing and above all funny 
paean to her mother, Joan Riv¬ 
ers, who died last year at 81 after 
complications from minor throat 
surgeiy. 

The book is free of a daugh¬ 
ter’s grief, or her undeniable 
anger. (Rivers has filed a mal¬ 
practice lawsuit against the Man¬ 
hattan clinic where she says her 
mother suffered what she has 
called “shocking and, frankly, 
almost incomprehensible” in¬ 
competence.) Instead, the ap¬ 


proach is lighthearted, affection¬ 
ate — and funny. 

“Writing it gave me permis¬ 
sion to laugh and joke, and a 
safe place to do so,” says Rivers, 
who, still reeling from her loss 
last fall, set to work with her 
writing partner, Lany Amoros, 
a long-time family friend and 
writer for Joan who could add his 
own rich store of recollections. 

The book nods at an early con¬ 
cept offered by the publisher: a 
collection of Lessons I Learned 
From My Mother. It was an idea 
Rivers balked at. “I don’t know if 
people would want to take that 
advice,” she laughs. 

Yes, there was a method to 
Joan’s madness, but it formed 
the logical underpinnings of 
someone who didn’t always cater 
to logic. 


Joan on marriage: “Your father 
didn’t care if I went to bed mad. 
He cared if I went to Bergdorf 
mad.” 

Joan on cosmetic surgery: 
“Better to have a new you com¬ 
ing out of an old car than an old 
you coming out of a new car.” 

Rivers, now 47, grew up close 
to both her parents. Joan and 
Melissa were also bonded profes¬ 
sionally. Together they blazed a 
new frontier of style and snarlc 
on the glitziest red carpets, while 
Joan became a connoisseur of 
couture catastrophes as host of 
Fashion Police, which Melissa 
produced. 

That show, minus queen bee 
Joan, returned on E! in Januaiy 
and promptly suffered a melt¬ 
down with cast strife and the 
abrupt departures of panellist 


Kelly Osbourne and new host 
Kathy Griffin. It is off the air 
again until fall. 

“We came back too fast. None 
of us was ready,” says Rivers. “It 
was extremely painful. I spent 
way too much time crying about 
the show and what it represents 
to me. But we learned.” 

The pain of loss is ever-present 
in Rivers’ life. Her mother’s 
death is all too recent while, 
even after three decades, she 
says she still misses her father, 
who committed suicide in 1987. 

But Joan Rivers wasn’t afraid 
of death, her daughter insists. 

“It was an obsession: ‘This is 
gonna happen.’ But we would 
discuss it as calmly as you’d ask 
for a glass of water. She was veiy 
much at peace with the idea.”

There’s been plenty of hype 
about the return of Orange 
Is the New Black this week, 
but there’s another TV series 
about women behind bars that 
is vying for viewers’ attention. 

Women in Prison, also pre¬ 
miering this week, is Inves¬ 
tigation Discovery’s latest 
docu-series and focuses on the 
real-life stories of six women 
serving time in a maximum- 
security state prison in In¬ 
diana. 

The show features actors 
dramatizing the offences the 
women committed, and, much 
like the award-winning Netflix 
series, paints a multidimen¬ 
sional portrait of the inmates 
by focusing on their human¬ 
ity more than their crimes. 

Alicia Brown, one of the 
women featured in Women in 
Prison, hopes that fans of Or¬ 
ange Is the New Black might 
be drawn to this series, which 
debuts on Thursday. 

“I think it will be great to 
attract the fans just because 
they have gotten to see a 
made-up version or a highly 
publicized version, so now 
they are kind of getting to 
get a glimpse into the real- 
life version,” she said. 

The show doesn’t reveal 
what each woman did until 
near the end of the episode.

DECADES-LONG FRIENDSHIP 

Walt Disney’s wild ride with Salvador Dali revealed in exhibit 


It turns out the man behind 
Mickey Mouse liked quirky 
cats. 

Besides his love of whole¬ 
some entertainment, Walt 
Disney also had an apprecia¬ 
tion for the eccentric that led 
to a short-lived partnership 
and decades-long friendship 
with surrealistic artist Salva¬ 
dor Dali. 

Although their styles and 
personalities were dramatic¬ 
ally different, Disney and Dali 
shared a fascination with the 
fantastic. They brought their 
vivid imaginations together 
shortly after the Second World 
War to work on an animated 
feature called Destino, which 
wasn’t completed until long 
after their deaths. 

Even after they abandoned 
Destino, the two artists re¬ 
mained in touch and even 
travelled to each other’s 
homes, swapping fishing stor¬ 
ies and periodically discussing 
plans to make a movie based 
on Don Quixote. That dream 
was never realized. Disney 
died in 1966. Dali, who was 


three years younger, died in 
1989. 

The improbable bond be¬ 
tween the mastermind of 
Disneyland and the Spanish 
painter of reality-bending im¬ 
ages will be explored in an 
exhibit running from July 10 
through Jan. 3 at the Walt 
Disney Family Museum in San 
Francisco. It will then shift to 
the Dali Museum in St. Peters¬ 


burg, Fla. 

The exhibit will feature 
Destino storyboards, letters 
exchanged between the two 
men, photographs, voice re¬ 
cordings and rarely seen art¬ 
work. 

“This will show an angle of 
Walt that people don’t nor¬ 
mally think of — he wasn’t 
just ah about family-friendly 
stuff,” says filmmaker Ted

Nicolaou, the exhibit’s cur¬ 
ator. “He wasn’t dark, but he 
dealt in dreams and fantas¬ 
tical images. He was a man 
ready to experiment in any 
way possible.” 

Dali, a pioneer in Eur¬ 
ope’s surrealistic movement, 
thought Disney might be a 


kindred spirit when he saw 
some of Disney’s early anima¬ 
tion in the Silly Symphony. 

Destino was finally finished 
in 2003 after Walt’s nephew, 
Roy, hired French director 
Dominique Monfery to com¬ 
plete what Dali and Disney left 
behind with the help of com¬ 


puters. The film was nomin¬ 
ated for an Academy Award in 
2004 for best animated short 
film. Although it didn’t win, 
Nicolaou says the piece de¬ 
serves recognition for “incre¬ 
mentally expanding our vision 
of who Walt Disney was.”

Daughter of

Growing up in an affluent Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. suburb, Christina 
McDowell (nee Christina Prous- 
alis) had a picture-perfect life. 
But at 18, her life came crash¬ 
ing down when her father, Tom 
Prousalis, was arrested for fraud 
in connection with the convic¬ 
tion of Jordan Belfort, who was 
characterized in The Wolf of 
Wall Street. 

McDowell’s father went to 
prison and her family lost every¬ 
thing. She opens up to us about 
her decision to tell the story from 
her point of view in her new 
memoir, After Perfect. 

The book is so personal. Was 
it a difficult decision to be so 
open? 

I started writing my story 
many, many years ago as a 
way to process everything 


that was happening, but I 
fictionalized it because it was 
too painful to write any other 
way. I showed it to a couple of 
friends and they said, “No, it’s 
not working.” 

This is a case of life being 
stranger than fiction. I started 
collecting letters, emails and 
everything from that time in 


my life and it slowly turned 
into a memoir. For me, it was 
about healing. It created a 
pathway to the truth and I 
learned more about myself 
than I think I ever intended to. 

When The Wolf ofWall Street 
came out, you wrote an open 
letter criticizing the film’s 


glorification of greed. Did 
you see the movie as a mock¬ 
ery of your life? 

I just couldn’t understand why 
Martin Scorcese would chose 
to make a movie about a man 
who had hurt so many people 
and exclude the victims. 
Whether he meant it to or not, 
it opened up a lot of wounds

for many, many people. 

Learning of your father’s 
crime must have been really 
confusing for you because 
you grew up idolizing him 
quite a bit. 

Oh, of course. I think every 
child can relate to this idea of 
putting your parents up on a 
pedestal. I had a really hard 


time when it happened. It hap¬ 
pened when I was 18. At that 
age, legally you’re an adult, 
but you’re not prepared for 
the real world. 

You’re really active with In- 
sidcOut W riters, a non-profit 
for incarcerated youth. Do 
you think your past influ¬ 
enced your decision to work 
with them? 

Absolutely. I relate to them 
because of my own feeling of 
abandonment, struggle to sur¬ 
vive and being touched by the 
criminal justice system. 

Writing is what healed you, 
so now you’re helping them 
heal in the same way.

Talcashi Sakai is a healthy 
41-year-old heterosexual man 
with a good job and a charm¬ 
ing smile. But he’s never had 
sex, one of a growing number 
of middle-aged Japanese men 
who are still virgins. 

Sakai has never even had 
any kind of relationship with a 
woman, and says he has no idea 
how he might start one. 

“I’ve never had a girlfriend. 
It’s never happened,” he said. 
“It’s not like I’m not interested. I 
admire women. But I just cannot 
get on the right track.” 

It might sound like the subject 
for a Hollywood comedy, but far 
from being the social misfit por¬ 
trayed by Steve Carell in 2005’s 
The 40-Year-Old Virgin, Sakai is 
one of a crowd. 

A 2010 survey by the National 
Institute of Population and Social 
Security Research found that 
around a quarter of unmarried 
Japanese men in their 30s were 
still virgins — even leading to 
the coining of a specific term, 
“yaramiso,” to describe them. 

The figure was up around 
three percentage points from a 
similar survey in 1992. 

The period corresponds with 
Japan’s prolonged economic 
slowdown, after a stock and asset 
bubble burst and the one-time 


financial powerhouse suffered 
years of lacklustre growth. 

Matchmaking expert Yolco 
Itamoto says the economic emas¬ 
culation has taken its toll on 
Japan’s men, as more of them 
struggle to find secure, full-time 
jobs. 

“Many men seem to have lost 
confidence as they’ve lost their 
economic muscle,” she said. 

“In the past two decades, the 
situation for Japanese men has 
been veiy tough and competi¬ 
tive.” 

The pain caused by an inabil¬ 
ity to form emotional and physic¬ 
al relationships with women 
is something one 49-year-old 
architect, who did not wish to 
be named, knows too well. 

Only twice in his life has he 


had romantic and sexual feelings 
for a woman — the first time in 
his mid-20s and then again two 
decades later. 

Both rebuffed him. 

“It was devastating,” he said. 
“It seemed to invalidate my life 
and take away my reason to live.” 

Directly comparable inter¬ 
national statistics are difficult 
to come by, but Japanese people 
across the board appear to have 
less sex than those in other de¬ 
veloped countries. 

In the 2010 survey quoted 
above, 68 per cent of 18-19 year 
olds in Japan said they were vir¬ 
gins; a study carried out that 
year in Europe by condom mak¬ 
er Durex found virginity rates

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HOWTO 

Furniture 
arrangement 
makes or 
breaks a space 

Sometimes the way to im¬ 
prove a room isn’t to buy new 
furniture: it’s to rearrange 
pieces you already own. 

“Changing up the place¬ 
ment of your furniture can 
make a massive difference,” 
says designer Brian Patrick 
Flynn, founder of Flynnside 
Out Productions. Adding, 
subtracting or relocating 
furniture, he says, affects 
“how natural light plays in 
the space and also how fre¬ 
quently the room gets used. 
By simply adding a bench to 
a wall, a room can become 
more of a hangout.” Remov¬ 
ing a few pieces to create 
more space “can make it 
feel a bit more casual and 
informal.” 

How do professionals map 
out a furniture plan, choos¬ 
ing the best location for each 
item? Flynn and two other 
interior designers — Dan 


Faires, host of HGTV’s Dan- 
Made, and Betsy Burnham 
of the California-based de¬ 
sign firm Burnham Design 
— share advice: 

Analyze your space 

Begin by deciding how the 
room will be used, Burnham 
says, and consider any quirks: 
Are there lots of windows or 
doors? Unique architectural 
items such as a fireplace or 
beautiful windows with a 
view? A particular piece of 
furniture or art that you want 
visitors to notice? 

Depending on the answers, 
Flynn likes to choose one 
“standout feature” and then 
arrange furniture in a way 
that highlights it. 

Also, says Burnham, “light¬ 
ing can direct a furniture 
plan.” Is there a lot of nat¬ 
ural light or will you need 
plenty of lamps? Are there 
built-in sconces or a central 
chandelier? 

Allow space 

Don’t skimp on empty space. 
“I always allow a minimum 
of 18 inches between sofas 
and coffee tables,” Faires 
says, “and 3 to 5 feet for 


walk spaces. The flow and 
negative space in a room is 
as important as the overall 
function and the furniture” 
because it makes the space 
feel more open, uncluttered 
and inviting. 

Consider the size and 
placement of rugs. “I can¬ 
not imagine designing a liv¬ 
ing-room space with a rug 
any smaller than an 8-by-10,” 
Faires says. 

“The rug is meant to unify 
the entire space and connect 
furniture pieces together, so 
a good rule of thumb is that 
at least the front legs of any 
sofas or chairs in the living 
room should be on the rug. 
For a larger area rug, allow 
at least 18 inches from the 
edge of the rug to the wall.” 

In very large rooms or loft 
spaces, rugs can help define 
small areas and make the 
space feel organized. 

“To keep everything bal¬ 
anced while visually separat¬ 
ing each zone, use area rugs 
in co-ordinating colours with 
slightly different textures and 
patterns,” Flynn says. 

Break the rules 

While some symmetry is im¬

portant to “ground a furni¬ 
ture plan,” Burnham says, 
mixing in a little asymmetry 
“makes for a much more in¬ 
teresting room.” 

If she flanks a sofa with 
matching end tables and 
table lamps, “we may bal¬ 
ance the grouping with mis¬ 
matched chairs and a stand¬ 
ing lamp.” 

Remember, you don’t have 
to place furniture along 
walls. 

“Furniture in the middle 
of the room helps highlight 
architectural features and 


also aids in proper move¬ 
ment throughout the space,” 
Flynn says. 

Placing furniture away 
from walls also works well 
in spaces that have lots of 
doors, or soaring windows 
that shouldn’t be obstructed. 

Burnham suggests trying 
“an unusual layout, like a 


living room with four lounge 
chairs around a centre cof¬ 
fee table.” 

Use unexpected pieces, 
such as “a library table 
stacked with books in a wide 
hallway, or two area rugs in¬ 
stead of one to define spaces 
within a bedroom,” she says.

Potted plants to attract pollinators 


THE BUZZ ON POLLINATOR PLANTING 


GARDENING 

Small areas 
for insects suit 
cities where 
space is tight 

Even a little effort — a potted 
plant, say, on an apartment bal¬ 
cony — can mean a lot when 
trying to help restore declining 
pollinator populations, such 
as bees, bats, and butterflies. 

“Every contribution is 
worthwhile,” said Victoria 


Wojcilc, research director for 
the Pollinator Partnership in 
Toronto. “You’re making a bet¬ 
ter environment for pollin¬ 
ators, no matter how small.” 

Butterflies and other pol¬ 
linators don’t need large areas 
for foraging but they do need 
a flower, she said. 

“A planter on a balcony, 
even on the 30th floor — they 
will find it and visit it,” she 
said. “If people do this all over 
the city, it will definitely help.” 

Pollination is needed by at 
least 80 per cent of the world’s 
crop species. Wind does the job 


for numerous plants, notably 
grasses, while many others are 
served by a variety of animal 
pollinators. 

Both sides benefit. Wildlife 
feed on the pollen and flower 
syrup while helping their plant 
partners reproduce. 

But changing land use, virus¬ 
es and pesticides are being 
blamed for massive pollinator 
losses — especially among the 
4,000 native bee species in the 
United States and the thou¬ 
sands of managed stocks of 
non-native honeybees. 

Enter pollinator planting. 

“Native plants attract native 
pollinator species,” said Kari 
Houle, an extension educa¬ 
tor with the University of Illi¬ 
nois. “Know which are suitable 
for your growing zone. Find a 
beneficial fit.” 

She suggests a number of 
pollinator-friendly annuals for 
container use: alyssum, cle- 
ome, flax, lantana, snapdragon 
and zinnia, among them. 

Select different flower sizes 
and shapes to match pollin¬ 
ator-feeding habits. 

“Butterflies like places to 
sit,” Wojcilc said. “Humming¬ 


birds like bugle-shaped plants. 
Fragrant, sweet-smelling 
flowers attract night-flying 
creatures like bats and moths.” 

Certain flower colours are 
pollinator magnets. Bees seem 
to like bright whites and yel¬ 
lows, while butterflies appear 
drawn to reds and purples. 
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More tips for attracting 
bees, butterflies 

• Place containers in full 
sun and shelter them from 
high winds. Include water 
on the menu by adding a 
birdbath or dripping faucet. 


• Choose double-duty 
plants, such as colourful 
edibles. 

• Stop using pesticides. 

• Provide host plants, 
such as milkweed.

WADA calls out CFL 
on its drug policy 

The World Anti-Doping 
Agency says the CFL's 
drug policy has "room 
for improvement" WADA 
released a statement Wed¬ 
nesday after the head of the 
organization's only accredit¬ 
ed lab in Canada slammed 
the league earlier this week 
for failing to reprimand 
first-time drug offenders 
or upholding suspensions 
handed down in university. 

The CFL/CFLPA's drug 
policy states that a player 
who initially tests positive 
is subject to mandatory 
testing for two years, but 
does not face suspension 
and is not named publicly. 

A second offence would 
result in a three-game sus¬ 
pension, while a third posi¬ 
tive test would mean a year¬ 
long ban.
